e Sole source award justification possible
* Price evaluation preference (10%)

o Set-aside procedures allowed

e Must be a small business

e Must be owned and controlled 51% or
more by a veteran
— Veteran = active duty, honorable discharge
— Includes reserves w/active duty (not training
time)
e Currently “best effort” goal for VOSB
prime contracts
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\ 4 SERVICE DISABLED VETERAN

OWNED SMALL BUSINESS
(P.L.106-50 & P.L. 106-554)

e Must be a small business

« Must be owned & controlled 51% or more by a
service- disabled veteran

— Meet veteran requirements

— Service Disabled = discharged with service
connected disability from 0-100%

e Prime contract statutory goals
— 3% S-D VOSB

— 3% VOSB & 3% S-D VOSB
